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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during July, August and September. 


July. 


General.—The main factor affecting July’s weather was the anticyclonic system which covered 
the State during most of the time. 


As high pressure centres moved westward, frontal activity connected with depressions forming 
between them brought frequent showers to the south coastal districts. They were generally 
light, and did not extend far northward, but on four occasions at intervals of about one week 
the depressions passing Cape Leeuwin were sufficiently active to cause rain over most of the South- 
Western Division. 


In the second week of the month frontal activity connected with a low pressure trough over 
the Eastern States, brought unseasonable rains to the Kimberley and De Grey Divisions. Else- 
where in the State the influence of the persistent high pressure cells was noticeable in the general 
deficiency in rainfall and low night temperatures. 


Rainfall_—No rain fell in the North Kimberley Division, but in the East and West Kimberley 
several centres reported falls of over an inch, the best being 150 points at Derby on the 13th. 
Although these figures do not apear particularly high for a full month’s rainfall, they are high 
when compared with the normal totals for these districts, which average between 20 and 30 points 
in July. 


Further south, rainfall was much lighter and there were only a few isolated light falls in 
the rest of the tropics and in the northern sub-tropics. 


In the South-Western Division totals were below normal almost without exception, in most 
cases amounting to less than half the normal total. The exception was Esperance, where good 
rains were received again, for the second month in succession. 


In the rest of the State the rainfall pattern was much the same as the South-Western Division, 
except that deficiencies were even greater. The North Eastern Division with an average fall 
of three points received less rain than any other division south of the tropics, although a number 
of centres in the East Gascoyne recorded no rain at all. 


Temperature.—As frequently happens in a dry winter month, temperatures were well below 
normal in most of the State. 


Maximum temperatures were about normal in the lower south-west and in the North Kim- 
berley, but elsewhere they were mainly below. In the Fortescue and De Grey Divisions it was 
not until the 23rd that the normal maximum for the month was reached, and at Menzies, day 
temperatures were below normal on twenty-seven days out of the thirty-one. The highest 
maximum recorded during the month was 92° at Wyndham, and the lowest 47° at Manjimup. 


Frosts were frequent in the southern inland districts, and on several occasions extended 
to the tropics. Screen temperatures of 40° were reported from Hedland, 35° from Nullagine and 
28° from Mundiwindi. 


In the southern half of the State frosts were frequent and widespread. There were twenty 
at Wiluna and Forrest, or roughly two in every three days. At many other inland centres there 
were about fifteen or roughly one every second day. The lowest mean minimum for the month 
was 35-9° at Forrest and Southern Cross, and at the latter centre there were nine consecutive days 
when the minimum fell to freezing point or below. 


The highest mean minimum was 72-9° at Troughton Island. The highest minimum was 
79° at Wyndham and the lowest 26° at Norseman and Watheroo. 


Metropolitan.—There were twelve wet days in Perth—six of them in the last week—and a 
total of 460 points was recorded. This was 222 points below normal and brings the total for 
the first seven months to 2,439 points, nearly four inches above the normal for the corresponding 
period. 


Temperatures were below normal. There have been several Julys with a lower mean maxi- 
mum, but only one with a lower mean minimum and mean temperature. Until the 24th it looked 
as if there was a good chance that the low temperature record would be broken, but with the 
spell of wet weather in the last week minimum temperatures rose and on five days of the last seven 
they were above normal. 


The prevalence of the anticyclonic system over the southern part of the State resulted in 
calmer conditions than usual for July. There were no gales at all during the month and the 
highest wind was 37 m.p.h. from the west. 
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This contrasts with June conditions when winds exceeded 40 m.p.h. on ten days. A further 
noticeable difference between those two months is that although the normal westerlies prevailed 
in June, winds with an easterly component were more frequently than westerlies in July. 


Noteworthy Events.

53-2° also second lowest on record.

August. 


General.—Though occasionally the high pressure belt moved over the northern sub-tropics 
allowing depressions to form near Cape Leeuwin, pressure systems were generally centred further 
south. Over northern agricultural and goldfields districts they were accompanied by light and 
variable winds—typical of the change of season—but in the remainder of the agricultural districts 
westerlies predominated. In the tropics, north of the high pressure ridge, easterlies prevailed. 


The depression which formed off the lower west coast on the 22nd resulted in the heaviest 
and most widespread rain of the month. Moving slowly eastward across southern agricultural 
districts, it was centred two days later over the Eucla. Though light falls extended as far north 
as the Fortescue, no rain fell at Albany and Eclipse Island. 


Because of the absence of cold southerly air, temperatures did not fall unusually low during 
August though cooling at night was responsible for some light frost. Similarly—because of 
cloudiness—maxima in the southern half of the State did not depart greatly from normal, but 
in the tropics—where skies were cloudless—departures were greater. 


Rainfall_—Falls were heaviest in the South-West Division where, in the Margaret River- 
Pemberton area and at Kalamunda, more than seven inches were recorded. To the south-east, 
however, falls were very much lighter and at Ravensthorpe barely exceeding half an inch. 


Though there were more wet days than fine at most stations in the lower south-west, individual 
falls were not unusually heavy and the majority of 24 hour registrations was less than 30 points. 


General rains, mainly during the first and last weeks, extended to scattered places in the 
South-Eastern and Gascoyne Divisions and at a few centres totals for the month rose above average. 


No rain fell in the Kimberleys and apart from 38 points at Mardie, very little was recorded 
elsewhere in the tropics. 


Temperature.—In the lower South-West and in the De Grey, maxima were more often above 
average than below and at some southern centres reached 70°. Elsewhere, however, they were 
mainly below, and at Manjimup on the 5th and Mt. Barker on the 18th, did not exceed 52°, 


This was in marked contrast to the temperatures being recorded almost daily in the tropics 
where they were some 40° higher. At Wyndham where maxima exceeded 90° on two out of 
three days, temperatures on the 9th reached 98°, one degree below the August record. 


Minimum temperatures were mainly above average in lower west coastal and northern agri- 
cultural areas, and below elsewhere. Frosts were widespread, but generally not severe. Most 
stations which reported them recorded minima above 33°, although 29° was reported from Norse- 
man and Mundiwindi on the Ist and 17th. 


Metropolitan,—Rain during August carried the total for the first eight months to 30-13 inches. 


During 18 wet days 574 points were recorded and except for 133 points on the 23rd (the 
highest daily registration since mid-June) all falls were less than an inch and all but four less than 
40 points. : 


Normally during August temperatures are lower than 45° on eight days and exceed 70° on two, 
but this year their frequency was three and five respectively. 


Due to the absence of low maxima and minima—the maximum for the month was only 43° 
on the 29th—temperatures were above average and reached 72-1° on the last day. 
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September. 


General.—Over the lower South-West, during the early hours of the 4th, strengthening 
westerly winds and rapidly falling pressures warned of the development of an intense depression 
near Cape Leeuwin. As the depression reached maturity, gales comparable with those of mid- 
June—and in places the strongest in September since 1943—swept coastal districts between 
Geraldton and Esperance. 


With this depression was associated the only general rain recorded this month. Coming 
a week after the last general fall of August it was equally as light in most agricultural areas, but 
sufficient for existing needs. 


Cold southerly air followed in the wake of the rapidly moving depression and on the 5th 
minimum temperatures fell as much as 18°. The next day snow was reported on the Stirling 
Ranges for the second time this year. 


After the 11th, depressions generally followed a more southerly track, though at times 
westerlies covered the southern half of the state the transition to winter-like conditions was only 
temporary, and little rain was recorded. 


During the 29th, however, isolated thunderstorms developed over the North-Eastern Gold- 
fields, and at Sandstone 120 points—the highest daily fall this month—was recorded by 9 a.m. 
the following day. 


A decrease in cloudiness accompanied the southward movement of the low pressure belt 
and as the month drew to a close, temperatures commenced to rise responding to increased solar 
radiation. 


Rainfall.—Most of the rain recorded fell during the first 13 days but, for a number of centres, 
particularly in the central wheat belt and in the South-Eastern division, the fall of the 5th was 
the only one reported. 


No rain fell in more than half of the State and with isolated exceptions falls of 20 points or 
more were confined to the area roughly bounded by Ajana-Salmon Gums and the south-west coast. 
The higher totals—highest 460 points at Walpole—were restricted to central and south coastal 
areas, where, during the first three weeks there were frequent though light showers. Few agri- 
cultural centres recorded more than an inch and those that did were confined to the south-western 
fringe of the wheat growing areas. 


Only at three stations in the State, Yundamindera, Sandstone and Broome, did falls exceed 
the normal and at the latter the total of 8 points included 3 points of dew. 


Port Hedland was the only other tropical station from which rain was reported, but this 
is not surprising as averages here range from 1 point at Derby and Anna Plains to 16 points at 
Halls Creek. 


Very little rain fell in the Gascoynes, North Eastern and Eucla Divisions. 


Temperature.—In the southern half of the State, mean temperatures at most stations were 
slightly below normal while in the north they were slightly above. 


As may be expected this month, temperatures in southern divisions showed some large day 
to day variations. The most pronounced and widespread occurred on the 4th when cold southerly 
air swept northward across the State reaching the tropics some two days later. Maxima dropped 
up to 12° and minima as much as 18°. Though mean temperatures are normally higher in 
September than in August, they fell during the first week. In this period there were numerous 
frosts over agricultural and goldfield areas and snow was reported on the Stirling Ranges. 


By the 9th temperatures were again rising and in most of the tropics maxima had reached the 
normal. Two days later 101°—the first century since Ist May—was recorded at La Grange, 
but on the same day new southern air surging over southern divisions caused minima to fall up 
to 9°. Thirty-three degrees was recorded at Wandering, while at Eucla the maximum tempera- 
ture of 63° was 32° lower than the previous day. 


During the following week the range between minimum and maximum temperatures in- 
creased in the lower south-west as, with cloudless skies, conditions became ideal for the loss of 
heat at night—but favoured high day-time temperatures. On the 16th, they ranged from 32° to 
74° at Bridgetown and from 36° to 83° at Northam, while on the previous day at Collie the rang 
was 39° from a minimum of 36°. 


Centuries became more frequent during the second half of the month and gradually the warmer 
air extended southward. However, lower minima were still being recorded during the last week, 
and though at Marble Bar 105° was reported on the 29th, a minimum of 30° was reported from 
Wandering only four days earlier. 


Metropolitan.—For the third consecutive month, rainfall in Perth was below normal and 
although some fell on 12 days, the total—113 points—is the lowest since 1939. The total for the 
first nine months now stands at 3,126 points, just 20 points less than the normal for the same period. 


Except for the uniformity of maxima (they occurred in the 60 to 68 degree range on 21 of 
the first 26 days) there is little of note in temperatures. The mean minimum, 49-7°, was 0-1° 
lower than that of August and 0-4° below normal. 
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On most days winds were easterlies, but stronger gusts were recorded from the South-West. 
During severe squalls of the 4th they reached 64 miles per hour and caused considerable damage 
in built-up areas.

At first most days were cloudy but during the last week sunshine averaged more than 10 hours 
per day and carried the total to 223-5 hours, the highest in September for four years.
